BERLIN, Oct. 3 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, home from the Russian

“The decision now being fought 
out is for the next 100 years,” he

23,000 persons assembled in the 
Sportspalast greeted this. 


Accuses Britain, Russia. 
Hitler declared that Germany be- 
fore the war had sought particular- 
ly to reach a settlement with Brit- 
ain but that Prime Minister 


Churchill had asked for war; that 
Russia had failed to live up to its 
non-aggression pact with Germany 
and had mobilized on the Reich’s 
borders. 

“By August and September of 
last year it became clear that [ 
had an enemy at the back ready to 
stab at any time,” Hitler said. He 


| said Russian Foreign Minister 
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Vyacheslav Molotov had come to 
Berlin late in 1940, seeking a com- 
mitment from Germany on Ruma- 
nia and Finland, Hitler said he had 
“declined all Russian suggestions 
that the U. S. S. R. extend her in- 
fluence westward, including the 
Dardanelles.” 


Speaks of His Strategy. 


Hitler asserted that everything 
had proceeded according to plan 
since June 22, when the German 
armies struck into Russia. 

He said he had painfully kept 
his silence for months while he 
knew that Russia, as he said, was 
preparing to attack. 

That, Hitler said, was part of his 
traditional strategy of surprise. He 
added that the decision to remain 
silent was “the hardest decision of 
my life,” but that hundreds of 
thousands of lives were at stake. 

“We were not’ mistaken about 
anything except that we did not 
know how awfully big the prepara- 
tions were against us and how 
closely Europe escaped Bolshe- 
vism,” he gaid.

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP).—Six Gov- 
ernments in exile estimated today 
that more than 750 persons have 
been executed by the German oc- 
cupying authorities in their vari- 
ous countries since the start of the 


Russian war June 22. 

The Free French Government 
estimated that 400 have been exe- 
cuted in occupied France. Other 
estimates were Czech 154, Polish 
139, Belgian 44, Netherlands 8 and 
Norwegian 5. 

A semi-official estimate for 
Yugoslavia put the number there 
at 60,000, but this was discounted.

White House Says He Was 
Misquoted on Remarks 
About Freedom of Wor- 
ship in Russia.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt disclosed today 
that he had instructed Laurence 
A. Steinhardt, Ambassador to Sov- 
let Russia, and W. Averell Harri- 
man, his special envoy to Moscow, 
to take up with Soviet officials 
the question: of réligious freedom. 
He told reporters at his press 
conference that these instructions 
had been given fairly recently 
and that he could not tell what 
success the American officials 
had because Harriman had not yet 

reported on the subject. 

Asked if these instructions had 
any connection with the negotia- 
tions of Myron C. Taylor, his per- 
sonal envoy to the Vatican, with 
the Pope and British leaders, the 
President said he was awaiting 
the return of Taylor, who is on 
his way home, 


Reasons Twofold. 

The disclosure that such instruc- 
tions had been given Steinhardt 
and Harriman supported the theo- 
ry that the President deliberately 
had raised the question of relig- 
ious freedom in Russia at his 
Tuesday press conference as part 
of a maneuver (1) to get the sup- 
port..of Catholic.and.other church 
groups for lease-lend aid to Rus- 
sia and (2) to notify unofficially 
the Kremlin Government that 
American aid would be more 
speedily forthcoming if greater 
religious freedom were . permitted. 

The remarks on Tuesday created 
a furor in religious circles, perhaps 
greater than the President had ex- 
pected. The White House last night 
released the text of the President’s 
observation, an unusual procedure, 
but the announcement included a 
statement that “it is to be hoped 
that an entering wedge for the 
practice of complete freedom of re- 
ligion is definitely on its way.” 

When the question of instruc- 
tions to Steinhardt and Harriman 
was brought up by a reporter who 
is assigned to the White House, it 
was impossible to tell whether the 
inquiry had been planted or was 
the result of newspaper enterprise. 
The President hesitated before an- 
swering, seemingly choosing his 
words. When a woman reporter 
asked whether his remarks Tues- 
day and today were “a start on one 
of the four freedoms,” the Presi- 
dent tartly observed that she would 
not have asked such a question if 
she had studied his record. That 
ended further questioning on the 
subject.

A Treasury spokesman said the 
borrowing would be undertaken 
with the usual precaution that un- 
expected international develop- 
ments, which might disturb finan- 
cial markets, might force a post- 


ponement. ‘ 

The borrowing will be the 
largest cash financing of the 
Treasury since the $1,106,000,000 


borrowing in 1936 to pay the sol- 

diers’ bonus, and may turn out to 

be the largest since the Liberty 

oo drives of the World War pe- 
od. 

The exact amount of the bor- 
rowing, and the type of securities 
will be decided next week at meet- 
ings between Treasury and Fed- 
eral Reserve officials. 

Defense costs of the Government, 
alone, totaled $1,319,954,559 last 
month, and in the last three 
months total Federal expenditures 
have exceeded income by an aver- 
age of one billion dollars a month. 

The huge borrowing thus may be 
only enough for one month. How- 
ever, the Treasury is also borrow-

The cash financing will be ac- 
complished by the sale of Treasury 
bonds or notes to banks, insurance 
companies and other large inves- 
tors. 

At the same time, the Treasury 
plans to refund $204,425,400 of old 
1% per cent Treasury notes, due 
for payment on Dec, 15. What- 
ever type of security is sold for 
cash will also be used to refund 
the old securities. 

The new borrowing will increase 
the Federal debt to a record high 
of about 52 billion dollars. The 
statutory limit is 65 billion dollars.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 3 (AP). 
~—A radiogram from the American 
freighter West Nilus today report- 
ed that the American-owned, 
Panama-registered tanker I; C. 
White was torpedoed 450 miles east 
of Recife, Brazil, on Sept. 27 and 
that the West Nilus had rescued 18 
of the crew of about 41 men. 
The survivors, all picked up from 
a single lifeboat, will be taken 
to Rio De Janeiro, the West Nilus 
reported in a radio message to the 
United States Consul at Recife. 
(The Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, which owned the I. C. White 
through a subsidiary, the Panama 
Transport Co., reported in New 
York that all the crew were United 
States citizens.) 

The West Nilus’ message said 
j _ that . the 7052-ton tanker 
was torpedoed, giving on details. 
The rescue ship’s agents here said 
it was due to reach Rio De Janeiro 
Sunday but that they had no news 
of the rescue. 

It was in the same general area 
that the American freighter Robin 
Moor was torpedoed last June on 
a voyage from New York for Cape- 
town, South Africa. ; 

The ship recentl» traded be- 
tween South American oil ports 
and Halifax, but on its last trip 
was bound from Curacao to Cape- 
town, 

The I. C. White was the fourth 
Panama flag ship owned by United 
States interests to have been sunk 
since Aug. 17 when the Sessa was 
torpedoed 300 miles southwest of 
Iceland. ’ 

The Standard Oil Co. said in 
New York that the I. C. White was 
one of the tankers the firm turned 
over to Britain under the lend- 
lease program. Although it op- 
erated under British orders, it was 
of Panama registry and had an‘ 
American crew. 

American oil is sent to Capetown 
to fuel the hundreds of ships rush- 
ing supplies to England from the 
Far East. 


In Washington the Maritime 
Commission said the tanker ar- 
rived at Newport News from Hali- 
fax, N. S., on Aug. 22 and left 
there for Curasao, an island off

INFLATION WOULD 


Tells Congress Profiteering 


Spirit—For Wage and 
Price Controls. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).—| 
Robert P. Patterson, Under Secre- 
tary of War, told Congress today 
that the war department felt that 
“adequate price control authority 
is essential to our national defense 
effort.” 

Adding that there was an im- 
perative need to control wages as 
wel] as prices, Patterson also de- 
clared in testimony before the 
House Banking Committee that 
“the spirit of the men in the 


by the sight of unregulated in- 
flation and profiteering in the na- 
tion as a whole.” 

“Only through adequate price 
controls can we be assured of 
timely and adequate production to 
meet our military needs and only 
through adequate price controls 
can we minimize the cost of our 
defense requirements,” he said. 

He urged broad and flexible leg- 
islation with administration, as 
far as practicable, under a single 
head. 

Yesterday Edward A. O’Neal, 
president of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, told the com- 
mittee that farm prices above 110 
per cent of parity should be re- 
duced to that level if price con- 
trol legislation is enacted. 

Some farm-minded Congressmen 

have proposed that the legislation 
forbid establishment of the max- 
imum price of any farm product 
at below 110 per cent of parity or 
below its price at some fixed time, 
whichever was higher. 
Such a provision, fixing the time 
as day when the measure was 
passed, would prevent reduction of 
any farm prices. 

O’Neal also said he thought that 
farmers should be required to in- 
vest increased returns in non-ne- 
gotiable Government bonds, and 
that increases in wages of indus- 
trial workers which would have an 
inflationary effect should also be 
so invested. : 

Representative Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, asked if farmers would 
approve of a limit of 6 per cent on 
net returns on invested capital. 

O'Neal said farmers never had 
received such a return on their in- 
vestment but heartily favored taxes 
heavy enough to prevent inflation 
and more nearly pay defense costs 
on a current basis. 


346 MAJOR CRIMES REPORTED 


IN CITY DURING SEPTEMBER | 


Increase Over "40 Laid to New 
Classification System; Auto 
Thefts Show Gain. 

A total of 346 major crimes was 
committed in St. Louis last month, 
an increase of 12.7 per cent over 
the 307 reported in Septmeber, 
1940, the police department an- 
nounced today. A large part of 
the apparent increase, however, 
was attributed to a new classifi- 
cation system put into effect by 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, under which some crimes 
formerly considered petty law 
violations are now classified as 

major crimes. 

Residential burglaries increased 
from 39 in September, 1940, to 89 
last month, partly as a result of 
the new classification system. A 
sharp increase was noted in auto- 
mobile thefts, from 57 last year 
to 91 this year.

A bill to eliminate the require-

The existing provision requiring 
public weighers to keep such a 
record and turn the names of re- 
tail purchasers over to the Comp- 
troller’s office, is considered an 
important part of the Commission- 
er of Weights and Measures’ ma- 
chinery for investigating sale and 
consumption of illegal coal. 


Kenkel, a coal dealer himself, 
and a former tavern proprietor, 
told reporters he introduced the 
measure at the request of David 
D. Plater, 3942 Folsom. avenue, 
secretary of the Retail Ice & Coal 
Dealers’ Protective Association, 


Reason for Opposition. 


Fle exhibited a letter from Pla- 


ter in which Plater said the asso- 
ciation is opposed to the require- 
ment because some coal dealers, 
obtaining the names of retail pur- 
chasers by examining the weight 
certificates, seek to solicit retail 
trade away from other dealers. 
Many of the public weighers, who 
are under $1000 city bond, are 
also coal dealers and thus learn 
who the retail purchasers are 
when filling out the certificates. 

Weight certificates are printed 
in triplicate by the Comptroller's 
office for the Commissioner of 
Weights and Measures. A public 
weigher stamps on the certifi- 
cates the name of the coal dealer 
hauling the fuel, his solid fuel per- 
mit number, the weight and char- 
acter of the coal and the name 
and address of the purchaser. The 
dealer receives two copies, keep- 
ing one and giving the second to 
the purchaser; the weigher must 
turn his copy over to the Weights 
Commissioner.

Industry Feared Smoke Law ‘Here 
Give It a Setback—Defense Demand an _ 
Important Reason for Gains. .

The Illinois coal industry, which 
predicted it would suffer a severe 
setback from operation of the St. 
Louis smoke elimination ordinance 
is enjoying a comparative boom. 

The Federal Reserve Bank, tak- 
ing notice of this condition, point- 
ed out in its latest monthly review 
of business conditions, that coal 
production in the Illinois area ad- 
jacent to St. Louis in August was 
18 per cent greater than in the cor- 
responding month last year. 

Output for the whole State has 
gone up steadily since 1939, the last 
year preceding enactment of the 
smoke ordinancé, Statistics of the 
Hilinois Department of Mines and 
Minerals show that all shipping 
mines produced 38 per cent more 
coal in August of this year than in 
the corresponding month of. 1939. 

Industrial expansion resulting 
from war conditions is, of course, 
an important reason for the in- 
creased tonnage. Much of that in- 
crease is shipped to St. Louis, 
where factories are busy on war 
orders, and is burned without of- 
fensive smoke in plants whose com- 
bustion equipment conforms to the 
standards of the smoke ordinance. 

Comparative production of all 
shipping mines in the State for the 
month of August follows: 
August, 1939— — — —3,003,514 tons 
August, 1940— — — —3,496,144 tons 


August, 1941— — — —4,151,418 tons 

Still more ‘impressive, however, | 
is the 65 per cent increase in pro- 
duction of mines in Franklin, Wil- 
liamson and Perry counties which 
supply much of the stoker coal for 
St. Louis. 

The comparative figures are: 
August, 1939 — — — 953,000 tons 
August, 1940 — — —1,180,407 tons 
August, 1941 — — —1,574,083 tons 

-On the same comparative basis, 
mines in St. Clair, Madison and 
Macoupin counties, which former- 
ly shipped to St. Louis much 
smoky coal for ‘hand-fired fur- 
naces, suffered a decline of 10.7 
per cent in production. The com- 
bined output of these counties, 
however, is much less than that 
of Franklin, Williamson and Perry 
counties. 

For August, 1939, the produc- 
tion of St. Clair, Madison and Ma- 
coupin counties (including small 
production from Marion and 
Washington counties) was 501,575 
tons. For August of this year it 
was 447,476 tons for the same 
counties. 

The smoke ordinance’ makes it 
illegal to sell the high volatile Ili- 
nois coals for use in hand-fired 
furnaces and stoves. Such coal, 
however, may be legally sold for 
use .with approved mechanical 
firing equipment.

“We gained friendship with Italy 
and Japan,” he said, “but unfortu- 
nately not with that nation I court- 
ed most—Britain. Now the British 
people must assume the responsibil- 
ity.” 

Assails Churchill.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
compared administration actions

“There is no longer any doubt 
among informed persons,” Wheel- 
er said in an address at the Olym- 
pic Auditorium, “that our foreign 
policy is in reality a policy of war. 

“President Roosevelt ordered the 
occupation of Iceland. He con- 
sulted the Iceland Parliament, but 
not the American Congress. This 
island is only a few hundred miles 
from Britain—only a few hundred 
miles from Germany—but thou- 
sands of miles from American 
shores. Iceland is in the Eastern 
Hemisphere. 

“Now, though the law provides 
that American soldiers cannot be 
sent outside American possessions 
and the Western Hemisphere, 
American soldiers occupy Iceland. 

“What a sorry spectacle! What 
utter defiance of Congress and the 
people!. How much like Hitler 
who reptdiates his pledges and 
guarantees with an edict! How 
much like Stalin who violates the 
Constitution of Russia with an 
edict!” 

Wheeler said the Americans in 
Iceland were under command of 
a British officer, and that it was 
not unreasonable to assume that 
American boys might be expected 
to serve under a Soviet commissar 
—under the Red flag. Sarcastical- 
ly, he continued: 

“Believe it or not, Russia is no 
longer atheistic, no longer the 
antithesis of Christianity—Commu- 
nistic. Rather, 1941 Russia is a 
holy Russia. 

“President Roosevelt — conveni- 
ently forgetting that the Red lords 
have killed—murdered—assassinat- 
ed—over 1200 priests and bishops 
—proudly announced that under 
their Constitution the Russian 
people enjoy freedom of religion. 
How absurd—how ridiculous—how 
untrue!” 

Turning to the motion picture 
industry, Wheeler asserted “the 
modern Benedict Arnold is the 
silver screen.” 

“T can understand,” he _ said,

The act may be put into effect 
by the President or by Congress 
whenever either finds that a State 
of war exists. Pepper told report- 
ers “the President “has a clear 


a 


right to revoke his proclamation, 
and if Congress does not approve 
then it will have a clear right to 
put the law into effect again.” 

Arguing that revocation of the 
proclamation “would violate the 
spirit of the Neutrality Act,” Taft 
charged that “it would only repre- 
sent another attempt to involve 
the United States in war without 
the consent of Congress. 

“Only Congress can declare war, 
and if war is being considered then 
the whole question should be sub- 
mitted to Congress.” 

Clark’s Comment. 

Another member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, Senator 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, asserted 
that the administration “apparent- 
ly is seeking to get rid of the Neu- 
trality Act by the process of emas- 
culation.” 

The purpose of arming merchant 
ships, he charged, “would be to 
provoke an incident which would 
get us into waft.” Clark said he 
would oppose any changes in the 
present act. 

Clark, Taft, Representatives 
Fish (Rep.), New York, and Shan- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, and former 
Representative Samuel B, Petten- 
gill of Indiana conferred on the 
neutrality question late yesterday 
with Chairman Robert E. Wood of 
the America First Committee. 

After the conference, held in the 
office of Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, Pettengill told reporters 
“there would be considerable re- 
sistance against a proposal to lift 
the present combat zones, and I be- 
lieve it could be defeated, There 
would .be less resistance to arming 


merchant ships.”

This referred to a letter from 
Jan Ciechanowski, Polish Ambas- 
sador, made public Tuesday, say- 
ing that Russia had permitted a 
Polish Catholic church and a 
Polish Jewish synagogue to open 
in Moscow and that Polish commu- 
nities had been granted freedom of 
worship. 


Quotes Constitution.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP).—Wen- 
dell L. Willkie yesterday charged 
the administration with political 
manipulation in time of emergency 
and faltering handling of the de- 
fense program.

McNutt Urges Kegistration of 
Certain Skills; Predicts Further 
Shortage of Skilled Labor. 

[| WASHINGTON, Oct. 3° (AP).— 

Reporting shortages of qualified 
workers in 126 of 514 occupations 
selected as essential to defense, 
Paul V. McNutt, Federal Security 
Administrator, appealed for work- 
ers in the aircraft, shipbuilding and 
machine shop trades today to regis- 
ter at their nearest state employ- 
ment offices. 

In addition to the 126 occupa- 
tions, he said, scarcities were ex- 
pected to develop before Nov. 1 in 
38 other classifications of workers. 

The greatest deficits he expect- 
ed in detail and final assemblers, 
riveters and sheet-metal workers in 
aircraft manufacturing; carpenters 
electricians, loftsmen, marine ma- 
chinists and shipfitters in ship- 
building; floor assemblers, inspec- 
tors, boring-mill operators, diemak- 
ers, engine-lathe operators, all- 
round machinists and bench ma- 
chinists in machine shops.

Walter P. Armstrong, 
Memphis, Says All Must 
Unite in Support of De- 
cisions Once Made. 


—— 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 3 (AP).—| 


With election of Walter P. Arm- 
strong of Memphis, Tenn., as presi- 
dent, the American. Bar Associa- 
tion approached the end today of 
its annual convention. 

Secretary Harry S. Knight of 
Sunbury, Pa., and Treasurer John 
H. Voorhees of Sioux Falls, S. D., 
were re-elected, and Guy R. Crump 
of Los Angeles was named, with- 


out. opposition, to the chairman- 
ship of the House of Delegates. 
Jacob M. Lashly, St. —— is retir- 
ing president. 

Armstrong, Yale Gentmnte of 
Associate Justice Stanley Reed, 
was unopposed for president. In an 
address Armstrong said the future 
of the United States depends in 
large part on whether the people 
can achieve severe self-discipline in 
self-defense. 

He said this discipline must “loy- 
ally and unanimously support the 
decisions of our Government after 
they are made without carping 
criticism or partisan bickering; de- 
mand that those engaged inh pro- 
duction begin to forget themselves 
and think of their country;” create 
an awareness that the problem of 
beating Hitlerism is one of stra- 
tegy to be left “for those best-in- 
formed and in authority,” and 
“make us realize that we are chart- 
ing a course not only for our- 
selves, but for our children and 
our children’s children.” 

Address by Jackson. 

Associate Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son of the United States Supreme 
Court called last night for practi- 
cal measures after the war to in- 
sure peace and lighten thé burden 
. Of armaments. He said the “At- 
lantic charter” of President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
promised aid to all such measures. 

“At the end of this war,” he as- 
. serted, “we must either throw the 
full weight of American influence 
to the support of an international 
order based on law, or we must out- 
strip the world in naval and air 
and perhaps in military force.” 

Justice Jackson said the pres- 
ent competition in armaments. “if 
continued, threatens the financial 
and social stability of free govern- 
ments.” 

“Vast standing military establish- 
ments and the interests that thrive 
on them and the state of mind they 
engender are no more compatible 
with liberty in America than they 
have been in Europe,” he said. 

“Five years of the sort of thing 
the world now witnesses and 20 


centuries of civilization will not be 


worth a tinker’s dam.” 

He said peace “can rest only 
upon an order that will make jus- 
tice obtainable for peoples as it is 
now for men.” 

Justice Jackson termed the 
League of Nations “merely a col- 
lective annex of foreign offices,” 
which “loaded the dice in favor of 
the perpetuation of the status quo 
which was also the policy of the 


dominant powers and the govern- | 
i 


ing classes within them.”

3. This leads to the fact the 
United States will have much of 
the food, raw materials and manu- 
factured products that are needed.

So Coil 
finds a wide belief behind the 
scenes that the United States for- 
eign trade will have to go on a 
barter basis, for a time perhaps, 
with the Government: supervising 
what is shipped out. and what 
comes in.

1, Military bombers may be req- 
uisitioned to carry freight—partic- 
ularly food, some clothes and medi- 
cine.

To Demobilize Slowly. 


3. Some miiltary men, both here 
and in Europe, want to demobilize 
the armies slowly so that men 
won't be dumped too rapidly into 
the hunt for jobs. 

In Europe it is thought the 
armies may be used for some recon- 
struction work, such as clearing de- 
bris. In this country there is talk 
of putting the army into an ex- 
panded CCC program while the 
the soldiers wait for discharge 
dates. 

4. There is talk of helping one- 
product countries, such as Vene- 
zuela with her oil, to a more round- 
ed national life which should raise 
her living standard. 

5. Jobs must be guaranteed to 
everyone, and the jobs must pay 
enough wages for a decent stand- 
ard of living. 

6. Medical supplies and services 
must be organized on an interna- 
tional basis so that a health army 
can go to work immediately in 
Europe. é’ 

7. The English want an interna- 
tional youth movement that will 
help youths of all countries to cross 
borders for work, play and study. 
They fee] it will help insure Europe 
against another war. 

8. Housing is a big cry, both here 
and in Europe. England is plan- 
ning—not simply to rebuild the old 
bombed-out streets, but to replan 
whole areas as modern communi- 
ties with recreation facilities. 

9. There is much talk of an inter- 
national police force during the 
armistice. Churchill has touched on 
it this way: “We intend to take any 
precautions to prevent renewal (of 
war) by effectively disarming the 
guilty nations while remaining suit- 
ably protected ourselves.”

BRITISH HURRICANES FASTER 
THAN NAZI PLANES, REDS SAY 


26 German Craft Destroyed by 
English-Russian Squadron,

Conge Battalion’s 11-Day 
March in 100-Degree 
Heat Closes Mouth of 
Bag Into Which British 
Drive Fascists.

EFORE reaching’. thé’ Ethio- 
B pies rampart held by Italian 

troops, Belgian colonials from 
the Congo had to hold together an 
armed column of trucks carrying 
soldiers, porters and munitions 
1400 miles across almost uninhab- 
itable country. The first aim of 
the attack was Asosa in the region 
drained by the Blue Nile, about 
300 miles north of the Italian head- 
quarters here. 

Starting from Watsa, in North- 
eastern Congo, the firét battalion 
to depart climbed slowly out of 
the Congo watershed, whose crest 
is marked by the Congo-Sudanese 
frontier, and descended by way 
of Yei to Juba, head of naviga- 
tion of the White Nile. En route 
the troops pitched camp in the 
region where Theodore Roosevelt 
came before the great war for his 
last shooting expedition, where 
the scarce white rhinoceros still 
hides and giraffes and elephants 
abound. 


River Boats and U. S Trucks. 


At Juba, with the\burning bowl 
of the Sudanese plain before them, 
the column turned northward along 
the White Nile, then still in the 
dry season. River boats brought 
them in five days to Malakal, 
where dwell the strange, long- 
legged Chillouck people, a cattle- 
keeping tribe of extremely thin 
physique who wear tan, knee- 
length tunics. When the clothes- 
pole Chilloucks first saw the sons 
of Congo cannibals, with their 
sharpened teeth and tattoo-corru- 
gated faces, it was difficult to say 
which were the more surprised. 
At Melut the column turned east- 
ward, pushing their American 
trucks through two days: of blis- 
tering, waterless desert to Kurmuk, 
Maj. Isidore Herbiet, known to his 
battalion as Tata—meaning father 
—prepared for attack upon Asosa. 
The King’s African Rifles, consist- 
ing of natives from East Africa, 
were already moving into line at 
Asosa commanded by Col, William 
Johnson, and awaited Belgian help. 

Asosa, also called Bari Cossa, is 
at 5433 feet altitude in a depres- 
sion surrounded by hills and pos- 
sesses barracks, a radio station, a 
hospital and an airdrome. It re- 
quired three days for the battalion, 
with porters carrying machine guns 
on their heads, to mount from 
Kurmuk, Sudanese border tewn, to 
positions outside Asosa. 

Italians Taken by Surprise. 

The combined attack of the Con- 
golese troops and the King’s Afri- 
can Rifle began on March 11, just 
six weeks after the Belgians left 
the Congo. The Italians were too 
completely taken by surprise to 
meet the combined thrusts. They 
abandoned Asosa, pushing south- 
ward to join their next garrison 
along the Ethiopian massif at 
Ghidami, 120 miles distant. 

The Belgian losses were chiefly 
through bacillic dysentery, whose 
mortality igs 30 per cent, and 
amoebic dysentery, with a death 
rate of 5 per cent. Sudden changes 
of climate worked devastatingly 
upon the Congolese porters, who 
also suffered from pulmonary dis- 
eases caused by exposure aboard

Ac- 
customed to the warm, damp 
nights of the humid Congo basin, 
they caught bronchitis and pneu- 
monia due to alternation in the 
parched and grassy Sudanese low- 
land between broiling, windless 
days and chill, breezy nights. 

Asosa’s fall set the pattern for 
the eventual Allied campaign in 
Western Ethiopia, whereby the 
British thrust against the headwa- 
ters of the Blue Nile became part 
of a general convergence of forces 
from Kenya to the Red Sea, all 
tending to thrust towards Addis 
Ababa and leave the Sudanese 
doorway held by the Belgians as 
the only available Italian refuge 
and stronghold. 

‘Anvil and Hammers.’ 

In the broad conception which 
Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell, then 
chief of the British Middle East 
command, had of the campaign, 
the Belgians were the anvil and 
assorted Scot, South African, Gold 
Coast, Nigerian and Ethiopian 
“patriotic” troops were the ham- 
mers. The central system of paved 
highways centering around Addis 
Ababa eventually began to work 
like a funnel, dumping fleeing Ital- 
jan officers and Eritrean subal- 
terns down a chute which fed 
eastward and southeastward into 
the Nilotic valleys of the Baro and 
Sobat rivers. 

At Asosa the porters who receive 
wages of one franc (about 2% 
cents) a day, had to buy sandals, 
The terrific heat of the Ethiopian 
paths had burned their bare, cal- 
loused feet nearly to the bone. 

Asosa finished with virtually no 
losses except by disease, the bat- 
talion was given the far harder 
task of doubling back across the 
Sudanese desert to the Nile port of 
Melut, a distance of about 225 
miles, ascending the river to where 
it meets the Sobat at Malakal, then 
doubling back eastward again par- 
allel to the Sobat and Baro rivers, 
275 miles to the Ethiopian foothills 
to close the open mouth of the bag.

Danger of Italian Thrust.

E are in danger of timidly 

and conventionally going to 
war over incidents, instead of over 
fundamental issues. If we do so, 
we are likely to compromise the 
cause for which we fight, and con- 
found confusion, both at home and 
amongst the peoples of the world. 

The basic question is not whether 
the Nazis sink our ships carrying 
our goods in waters we have de- 
clared to be essential to American 
defense. The basic question is 
whether the United States can pre- 
serve its institutions, insure its 
prosperity, and maintain its equal- 
ity as a great nation if the Nazis, 
allied with the Italian Fascists and 
the Japanese, control Europe, Asia 
and Africa—that is to say, nine- 
tenths of humanity, most of the 
land surface of the earth and the 
strategic points on al] the oceans 
and seas. 

The question is whether, were 
Britain defeated or forced into a 
peace of collaboration, we could 
ever demobilize our armed forces, 
or. be safe from blockade, and from 
political, economic, and eventually 
armed intervention in Latin Amer- 
ica on the side of anti-American 
revolutionary movements there.

HE answer to these questions 

cannot be awaited. The answer 
is a matter of judgment and states- 
manship. If, on the basis of the 
existing evidence and in consid- 
ered reason, the answer to these 
questions is that our institutions 
would be imperiled by a Nazi vic- 
tory, that we would be exposed to 
blockade, that Nazi intervention in 
the Western Hemisphere, already 
vast, would become aggressive and 
virulent under the spur of victory 
over the Old World; if, in cool 
judgment it is foreseen that we 
should be unable to demobilize, un- 
able to take the initiative, and be 
confronted by a hostile Power and 
counter-revolutionary movement in 
possession Of yastly greater mate- 
rial resources, industrial potential, 
shipbuilding and plane-building fa- 
cilities, and trained manpower than 
we possess or could mobilize—if 
this is what is foreseen—then we

O far there are very few per 
sons in public life who are will-

APPLES, PRUNES—AND NEWSPAPERS. 

So this is National Newspaper Week, Just why 
must the American press engage in such a circus 
performance as this? All over the country, news- 
papers are tooting their horns and telling how im- 


leading men of the nation—from the President down 
—are handing out statements—for the most part 
‘solicited by the newspapers themselves—extolling the 
glories of American journalism. These stereotyped 
expressions are not very impressive and we would 
not be surprised if they bored newspaper readers to 
death, 

Somehow or other, the odor of commercialism 
hangs over National Newspaper Week. There are 
other kinds of Weeks, as everyone knows—Apple 
Week, Pruge Week, Mother-in-law Week, Smile Week 
and National Foot Health Week. It isa fine thing 
for people to be encouraged to eat apples and prunes, 
and if the growers of: these health-giving fruits 
want to increase their sales by such promotional 
devices as Weeks, that is a perfectly legitimate type 
of salesmanship, 

However, we do not: believe journalism adds a 
cubit to its stature by adopting the methods of Com- 
mission Row. And while the slogan of Newspaper 
Week is a noble one, namely, “The newspaper lights 
the way of freedom,” and many of the statements and 
articles about the Week are addressed to the basic 
principle of press freedom, the business office odor 
remains. Why, for example, sliould Editor & Pub- 
lisher, a trade organ, think it proper to include 
among its articles about Newspaper Week one which 
is entitled “Nation’s Largest Advertisers Reassert 
Faith in Newspapers”? :

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FORWARD TO CRIMINAL CODE REFORM. 

The Criminal Law Committee of the Missouri Bar 
Association has issued a report which is a reproach, 
and a rebuke to each session of the Missouri Legis- 
lature for years back. The committee says: 

The Legislature has slaughtered almost every 
proposed change. Secret sessions by unrecorded 
committee votes have sent the great majority of 
these measures to their doom. 

As a result, the criminal continues to maintain 
his advantage over the law enforcement agencies 
of Missouri, the prosecutors are thwarted and’ 
the courts in many instances are reduced to the 
status of an ineffective fixture. 

The people and the press of the State con- 
sistently have urged enactment of the Missouri 
Bar Association‘program. The General Assembly 
has, equally consistently, permitted the personal 
desires of a few men to throttle the vital necessi- 
ties of the State, 

Are the members of the Bar Association committee 
content to go on being ignored by criminal-serving 
legislative sessions? The answer ig an emphatic No. 
The report proposes the submission of the question of 
new rules for criminal court practice and procedure 
to the voters themselves. It asks the people of 
Missouri to do what their elected representatives 
have failed to do. It calls on the people themselves: 
to take action in their polling places. 

The difference between United States District 
Attorney Blanton, a member of the committee, and 
the other members, is not of great consequence, 
Agreeing with the objectives of the report, Mr. 
Blanton questions whether the initiative proposal 
should cover civil procedure as well as criminal 
procedure, He makes the point that the State 


Supreme Court and the Legislature are

operating in a study of civil practice rules. 


Whatever the State Bar Association may decide 
about including civil procedure, it should by all 
means go ahead with plans for an initiative attack 
on Missouri’s-ancient criminal code. If the necessary 
organization and campaign get under way soon 
enough, this question can be put on the ballot in 
1942. And if it gets on the ballot, the criminal- 
protecting legislators of past sessions will be repudi- 
ate@ from Kahoka to Joplin and from St. Joseph to 
New Madrid.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP) —A

These items and others, includ- 
ing a Nevada NYA director’s trav- 
els, were mentioned today in a re- 
port filed with the House Appro- 
priations Committee by Comptrol- 
ler General Lindsay C, Warren. 

He said investigations, upon 
which the report was based, pro-. 
duced “numerous irregularities or 
questionable transactions, many of 
which, if continued, would appar- 
ently prevent the youth of the 
country from receiving full benefit 
of funds appropriated by Con- 
gress. 


The i Warren said, 
included mingling of public and 
private business, acceptances 
NYA officials mingling of public 
amd private business, acceptances 
by NYA officials of fees for public 
lectures, dual compensation, filing 
of false claims, misuse of the tele- 
phone and payment of salary while 
on annual leave. 

The Montana incident involved 
a letter fr6m Robert Ansley, field 
representative for the NYA divi- 
sion of guidance and placement, 
written Oct, 31, 1938, to J. B. Love, 
Montang State director at Helena. 
It was.quoted as follows:

PONCA ‘CITY, Ok., Oct. 3 (AP). 
—Ernest Whitworth Marland, for- 
mer Governor of Oklahoma and an 
oil'man who once controlled hold- 
ings valued at $85,000,000, died to- 


.| day. He was 67 years old. 


Marland lost fortunes and gave 
away millions. — 
Once head of the Marland Oil 


Co, and affiliated concerns, with 
interests in several nations and 
states, Marland controlled in 1928 
interests valued at $85,000,000. His 
personal fortune then had reached 
$30,000,000, 
Without bitterness he charged 
that “wolves of Wall street”—in- 
véstment bankers from whom he 
borrowed money—brought about 
the merger of the Marland Oil Co. 
and Continental Oil Co. He re- 
signed as head of the Marland 
company and with him went many 
of his directors who had aided 
in building the huge oil firm. 

. Lost 15 Million In Stock. 

His personal fortune dwindled 
when he borrowed $1,500,000 on 
$15,000,000 worth of company stock 
to pay $3,000,000 income tax al- 
leged due. He lost the stock but 
in 1931 was refunded $200,000 of 
the tax by the government. In 
1934 he owned land near Ponca 
City valued at about $5,000,000 in 
normal times. 

On these acres stands Bryant 
Baker’s statue “The Pioneer Wo- 
man.” It was erected in 1926 at 
a cost of $100,000. and dedicated 
by Marland to the pioneer moth- 
ers of America. 

Marland was credited with intro- 
ducing geology to the oil industry 
as a regular method of determin- 
ing location of oi] fields, with in- 
itiating core drilling and wide use 
of the seismograph. 

Born in Pittsburgh, Pa., May 8, 
1874, the son of Alfred and Sarah 
McLead Marland, Ernest attended 
grade and high school in Rugby, 
Tenn., and Pittsburgh. He was 
graduated from the University of 
Michigan when he was 19 years 
old, and two years later took a job 
buying coal] and oil leases in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and West Virginia. 

Studying geology and surveying, 
he made use of his information in 
drilling in a gas well in wildcat 
territory in Hancock, W. Va., and 
made his first million dollars. But 
‘he lost it in the panic of 1907. His 
father, a steel mill operator, had 
lost his fortune in 1893.

They had adopted 
Lydie Miller Roberts of Flourtown, 
Pa., daughter of Mrs. Marland’s 
sister. Two years after his first 
wife’s death, Marland married Miss 
Roberts, then 28, after having the 
adoption annulled.

~NEW IGKES REPORT 
ON EASTERN Ol 


Investigating Committee to 
Take No Further Action 
Before It 
Statement. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
The Senate oil investigating com- 
mittee arranged today for a new 
report on the Eastern seaboard’s 
threatened petroleum shortage, and 
one member—Senator O’Daniel 
(Dem.), Texas, charged it was all a 
“manufactured emergency.” 

O’Daniel, who has criticised a 
plan to build a 24inch pipeline 
from Texas to New York, told re- 
porters he was satisfied that suffi- 
cient oil could be delivered by rail 
to the Atlantic coast area to offset 
the drain on supplies caused by an 
excess of 175,000 barrels daily con- 
sumption over present shipments. 

“IT am fully convinced,” he said, 
“that the railroads can deliver 200,- 
000 barrels of oil a day. This is a 
manufactured emergency to build 
@ pipeline, and it won't stand ex- 
amination.” 

The pipeline proposal has beer 
supported by Petroleum Co-ordina- 
, tor Ickes, who said 12 companiés 
“thus far had agreed to join in oper- 
ation of a line. But O’Daniel has ob- 
jected that it might later be used 
to pipe natural gas out of Texas, 
thus depriving the State of a valu- 
able asset in its campaign to obtain 
new industries. 

O’Daniel’s assertion that the rail- 
roads were capable of delivering 
sufficient additional supplies found 
support among other members of 
the committee, but Chairman Ma- 
loney (Dem.), Connecticut, said the 


group would await the filing of a_ 


new report on the Eastern sea- 
board situation before taking any 
further action in the controversy. 

This report, being compiled by 
Ickes aids, is expected to show 
whether the curtailment of gaso- 
line sales and increases in ship- 
ments to date have succeeded in 
reducing the drain on admittedly 
sizable reserves. , 

Senator Barbour (Rep.), New 
Jersey, said he was convinced by 
statements made before the com- 
mittee yesterday by John J. Pelley, 
president of the Association of 
American Railroads, that. there 
Were enough tank cars available to 
step up daily rail deliveries from 
about 80,000 barrels at the present 
time to 200,000 barrels. 


Pelley told the committee that |. 


@bout 24,000 cars were available 
and that not more than 900 would 
have to be loaded daily to transport 
the latter amount of oil. Ickes con- 
tends only about 5000 are available. 

Maloney said that as far as he 
could see there had been little 
change in the situation since the 
committee reported three weeks 
ago that it had found no actual 
shortage in either supplies or trans- 
portation facilities. If there was 
any change, he said, it was an im- 
provement.

FORT BY SURPRISE

100 degrees. This meant 11 days 
of the severest hardship for men 
alternately buffeted brutally in 
trucks, then forced to descend to 
heave them from the _ sand. 
Throughout the journey the Bel- 
gian commanders knew that the 
battalion could not hope to enter 
the first habitable place, Gambela, 
at the foot of the Ethiopian moun- 
tain rampart below Saio, without 
fighting for a foothold. Lacking 
air protection of any kind, they 
were completely exposed to recon- 
noitering Italian planes. 

The King’s African Rifles, who 
had elected to try to force the 
Italians southward from Asosa to- 
ward Ghidami, along 120 miles of 
ravines of Ethiopian highland, 
were in the meantime halted by 
Gen. Gazzera. It was unmistak- 
able to the Belgians that the Ital- 
ians were planning, if not to strike 
at the Sudan immediately, to sum- 
mon all their energies for a bitter 
defense of Saio’s natural fortress 
and agriculturally rich neighbor- 
ing plateau. 

Besides having ample munitions, 
an excellent system of trenches 
and artillery emplacements, and a 
first-hand knowledge of the coun- 
try, the Italians had selected in 
the Saio base one of the few areas 
in Ethiopia capable of supporting 
a colonial army living upon the 
land. Although the harsh Suda- 
nese swamp lies below Ethiopia's 
high back doorstep, the mountains 
themselves are comparable only to 
Switzerland for green fertility.

Carmody Tells Senate 
Group That Housing Co- 
ordinator Insisted on 
Units Now Unoccupied. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
John M. Carmody, Federal Works 
Administrator, declared today that 
defense housing units, many of 
them now unoccupied, were built 
“without reason” because of the 
“very great insistence” of the De- 
fense Housing Co-ordinator’s office. 
Carmody, testifying before the 
special Senate defense investigat- 
ing committee, said that the Gov- 
ernment built accommodations for 
750 men at San Diego, Cal, but 
that only 44 of the dormitory rooms_ 
were occupied, 

The same situation exists, Car- 
mody said, in the Boston area, 
where “the shipyard workers did 
not want to live in our building.” 
In Nashville, Tenn., the Adminis- 
trator testified, 65 per cent of hous- 
ing facilities for aircraft workers 
were unoccupied. 

Carmody said his office and that 
of Charlies F. Palmer, Defense 
Housing Co-ordinator, “disagreed 
to the point of irritation” over the 
question of constructing housing 
facilities for single men employed 
in aircraft industries. Palmer’s in- 
sistence, he testified, resulted in 
the construction of units now un- 
occupied. 

Carmody said he had believed 
from the start that proposals 
which led to housing construction 
in the Boston area were “prepos- 
terous suggestions 

“IT don’t yet see the business 
sense of doing what was done,” he 
testified, “and I believe I’m the 
only one who has said publicly 
that it was a mistake, except per- 
haps the workers themselves who 
Were supposed to benefit.” 
Carmody said the Defense Hous- 
ing Co-ordinator persisted in advo- 
cating the development “and it 


like me isn’t co-operating in the 
defense effort.” 

Hugh Fulton, committee counsel 
said he had been informed that of 
200 housing units ready at Hous- 
ton, Tex., in July, only 100 were 
occupied last month. Carmody 
said this was caused because only 
10 per cent of the expected person- 
nel at Ellington Field, has arrived. 
He added that some prospective 
tentnts objected to the units be- 
cause of a lack of garages.

George V. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP).—A 
confessed German spy submitted 
a report on Jan. 27, 1941; that 
“Churchill is supposed to have 
been here with the George V, and 
Roosevelt was seen on board with 
Knox,” it was disclosed today at 
the espionage trial of 16 men. 

(President Roosevelt met the 
new British battleship King George 
V. off Baltimore, which brought 
Lord Halifax, new British Ambas- 
sador to Washington, on Jan. 24. 
Secretary of the Navy Knox was 
in the President’s party.) 

William G. Sebold, American 
counterespionage agent, testified 
the message was given him for 
transmission to Germany by Erwin 
G. Siegler, chief butcher aboard 
the steamship America, who said 
the information had come from 
George G. Schuh, an East Orange 
(N. J.) carpenter. Siegler and 
Schuh are among 17 who have 
Pleaded guilty. 

“Siegler and Schuh insisted it 
was true,” said Sebold, when he 
identified the message. “Franz 
Stigler (the America’s chief baker, 
who is on trial) and I knew it 
wasn't true.” 

Also introduced in evidence were 
detailed blueprints of each deck 
of the America, the largest pas- 
senger ship ever built in the Unit- 
ed States. It is now the West 
Point, a troop transport. 

“On Jan. 25,” testified Sebold, 
“Richard H. Kleiss (a seaman now 
on trial) gave me these. He had 
marked the positions where guns 
were being installed. I was to send 
these to Germany.”

The league operated with some 
success for, several years. 

But old England no more fell 
for baseball as a national pas- 
time than America did for Eng- 
land's big pro sport, association 
football. . . . Schools here and 
there have taken up baseball in 
England, but Great Britain and 
all: its colonies ‘have still re- 
mained stoutly behind soccer and 
cricket as their leading sports. 

Back in America, Latham prob- 
ably still rubs his eyes in un- 
belief as he views throngs of 
70,000 in the stadia of today. ... 
Single games that have attracted 
more than $250,000 in receipts... 
and million dollar world series 
gates. 

In his day, the world series 
total attendance, particularly 
those played at Sportsman’s Park 
in 1885 and 1886, would not have 
equalled one day’s attendance at 
the Yankee Stadium this year. 
‘ Sportsman’s Park grand- 
stand in 1885, in all probability, 
would not have seated much 
more than 7500—if that many. 

And when Arlie thinks about 
his $3000 contract with Chris 
Von Der Ahe, the “boss presi- 
dent” of the St. Louis club, and 
then recalls the °80,000 a year 
once paid to Babe Ruth, he must 
have a feeling that he has been 
reading a fairy tale, or perhaps 
dreaming.

The Backward Pupil 


By Angelo Patri 


UR boy, aged 13, is in the third 

grade. He cannot read, so he 

can’t be promoted and we don't 
know what to do. He hates be- 
ing among the little ones. But-he 
doesn’t learn. What should we 
do about it?” 

The first thing to do is to put 
the boy with those his own age, 
height and weight, regardless of 
his ability. Then make a program 
that allows him to work according 
to his ability, going from grade 
to grade, even if that means a 
different class every hour of the 
day. He will have some power 
that permits his being with his 
own age-group and that in itself 
will be a stimulant to his effort, 
and accordingly, to his growth. 


Children do not grow evenly. 
This 13-year-old is 13 years old 
in his body growth. He has the 
strength of boys his age and can 
play their games, talk their talk, 
and live, for the most part, as they 
live. He will not be quite up to 
their best, but he will be close to 
it. His association with this group 
will give him courage and hope 
and some faith in himself, all of 
which will enable him to make 
greater effort. ‘ 

He will need special instruction 
in reading. Those children who 
do not learn to read well at the 
time when reading power is at its 
best in most children, between the 
kindergarten and the third year, 


about the ages 5 to 8, need to be 
tested by experts and the cause of 
their difficulty found and remeé- 
died if possible. 

Poor vision, defective eyes, bad 
hearing, defective brain centers, 
memories, interpretation — many 
causes are possible — can be de- 
tected, and in many instances, 
helped if not cured. For this: a 
special teacher, under the direc- 
tion of the skilled psychologist, is 
needed. Keeping the child in the 
lower grades and drilling him a 
few minutes daily is a useless 
waste of time and energy. 

Suppose a child cannot learn to 
read at all—and some cannot—is 
he to stay forever in the lower 
grades? Isn’t it clear that this 
child should be given special con- 
sideration because of his condi- 
tion and helped to overcome some 
of his handicap in other ways of 
usefulness? Isn’t it bad enough 
that he lose the precious privilege 
of reading without being shut out 
of the other ways of usefulness as 
well? 

These boys and girls usually 
have some reading power. They 
can read numbers, addresses, and 
certain words that are found al- 
ways in the same places. What- 
ever power they have should be 
coaxed out carefully and trained 
for their benefit and in the hope 
that a little will bring more with 
it

HE flavor of fresh orange or 
T lemon gives almost any dish 

an appealing freshness which 
everyone welcomes. Orange Float, 
thoroughly chilled and served with 
fresh orange sections, is one of the 
lightest yet most satisfying of des- 
serts. In sectioning the orange, 
be sure to leave the sections free 
from all membrane; this makes 
them easier to eat and much more 
palatable. To prepare the orange, 
peel it like an apple, removing not 
only the skin but also the mem- 
brane which covers the outside of 
the sections. Then, with a sharp 
paring knife, cut down on each 
side of each membrane which di- 
vides the sections; then lift out 
the sections. 

Orange Float. 

One-half cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoonful salt, two tablespoons 
cornstarch, one cup water, one egg, 
separated; one-half cup orange 
juice, one-half teaspoon grated 
orange rind, one and one-half ta- 
blespoons lemon juice, sections 
from one or two oranges, 

Mix sugar, salt and cornstarch 
thoroughly in top of double boiler; 
add water and stir until blended. 
Cook over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly until mixture boils and 
thickens; then place over boiling 
water, cover, and cook 10 minutes. 
Stir hot mixture gradually into 
the beaten egg yolks; return to 
double boiler and cook two min- 
utes longer, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
orange juice, orange rind, and 
lemon juice. Stir into stiffly beat- 
en egg whites. Chill thoroughly. 
Just before serving, dip into sher-

Basic cor 
tions just now in Southwestern & 
rope and Russia are ideal for 
vere epidemics. 

Typhus fever is almost 
known to most United States «& 
tors. It is the old jail fever, , 
war fever, or camp fever. It & 
spread by the rat, the louse an 
the flea. 

These associations were discon 
ered in an historical incident « 
cerning how Rowland Jencks leg 
his ears. He was a bookbinds 
who was brought out of jail & 
stand trial before the Chancelle 
of Oxford University for ha 
expressed unorthodox §religin 
views. This was back in the day 
of Queen Elizabeth, when not » 
much was known or even si». 
pected about the spread of diseas 
by insects. 

In the jail where Jencks was 
confined had been a number of 
cases of “jayl” fever. Jencks ig 
court was a deplorably filthy fig. 
ure; the stench from his perso 
filled the room. But this was no 
unusual for a prisoner in thos 
days; they didn’t coddle prisoners 
He was condemned to have his 
ears cut off. But he got a private 
revenge, because a number of the 
august members of the court and 
the spectators, fellows of the co- 
leges of the university, came dows 
with jail fever, contracted from 
his person. As Dr. Zinsser said i 
“Rats, Lice and History,” we at 
forced to conclude that a number 
of the faculty of Oxford wen 
lousy.

THE DISEASE flourishes wher 
ever crowding, filth, disruption of 
populations, and the breakdown of 
hygienic precautions occur. War 
conditions constitute an _ ideal 
preparatory field for this and 
many other diseases, as Dr. Ralph 
Major describes in his fascinating 
book, “Fatal Partners: War and 
Disease.” Deaths from typhus du- 


ing and after the last war reacheiy 


figures as high as 3,000,000. 

The rat, that ancient and ur 
wanted companion of man, has 
adapted itself well to the life work 
of spreading disease. About the 
middle of the Thirteenth Century 
came out of India the black rat 
(Mus rattus) with long ears and 
a glossy black coat. It was adapt 
able; it learned how to travel it 
sailing vessels; it followed com- 
merce; it established itself in the 
new commercial cities of Europ, 
killing off the local native species. 
It became the world rat.

LATER CAME the other world 
rat — the brown rat. They are 
scavengers. They live off filth 
They carry lice and fleas from 
house to house, man to man. 
Whenever there is trouble, com 
flagration, disruption of sewag4 
abandonment of food supplies, rot 
ting grain, this hardy, successful 
animal swarms out of its holes, 
thrives, breeds and spreads pe* 
tilence and famine.

Business is. booming at the Bu- 
reau of ‘Vital Statistics these days. 
In the path of the rolling. snow- 
ball of defense ‘prosperity in St. 
Louis, the countér in room 10 of 
the Municipal Courts Building is 
so crowded that you'd think they 
were giving something away free, 
which they're not. They’re really 


.in the selling business, since there's 


a charge for birth record tran- 
scripts, and sales have taken a 
tremendous jump. In fact they’ve 
gone all the. way from a $40-a- 
Month average in 1936,to over $400 
a month this year, and that’s a tidy 
increase, whether you're selling 
bird baths or birth certificates. 

“Things are rather slow today,” 
Elmer Rosenthal, head of the bu: 
reau, said, as we slithered through 
the ranks of a couple of dozen cus- 
tomers, “at least slow compared to 
the way they usually are. Why, on 
a Saturday morning we have them 
four deep around the counter, 30 
or 40 at a time, and there are 20 
to 30 every noon hour of the week. 
We used to get excited when there 
were as Many as two customers 
waiting at the counter. Now noth- 
ing bothers us, except that we've 
had to forego all our routine work. 

“This increase started a year ago 
last June, at least that’s when it 
began to be reflected in our re- 
ceipt books. It picked up to such 
an extent last August that it. be- 
came necessary to appoint three 
temporary clerks for a_  three- 
month period. Since then, they’ve 
been reappointed each three 
months, and now we could use a 
couple of more temporary appoint- 
ments. 

“But the receipts tell the story 
better than I could,” he went on. 
“We began to use the fee system 
in 1936, charging a quarter for a 
transcript of birth or death rec- 
ord, which was merely:a certifica- 
tion of the date, and 50 cents for 
certified copies of records after 
1910, $1 for copies of records oc- 
curring prior to +1910. 

“At that time the average weekly 
receipts ran in the neighborhood 
of $40; $39, $36, $32,” he enumerat- 
ed, flipping pages rapidly. “This 
continued through 1936, when it 
jumped to $60 and stayed there 
until around the middle of ,1937, 
when it jumped to $80 a week. In 
1938 it dropped back to $70, but in 
1939 it was again $80 or $90. By 
September, 1939, it was $100 a

week, and in June, 1940, when the 
rush began, it jumped to $199, 
then $244, $256, $288, $358. This 
June it went from $362 to $415, 
$420, $429, and since it’s been over 
$400 weekly, with last week’s re- 
ceipts totaling $458. The average 
monthly receipts approximate $1800 
now, which is well above the 
monthly payroll of $1140. This is 
the first time the bureau has ever 
been self-sustaining.” 

As you can see, the record book 
forms a sort of monetary mirror. 
of the times, and times are pretty 
good in St. Louis now. 

“The main purpose for securing 
records is for defense work,” 
Rosenthal pointed out. “Any com- 
pany doing defense work, whether 
the small arms plant, Carter Car- 
buretor, Western Cartridge, Cur- 
tiss-Wright, the automobile compa- 
nies, all require birth records of 
employes. The main reason is to 
establish citizenship, and they ac- 
cept no kind of documentary proof 
other than the birth record. 

People of all ages and all] types 
crowd into the bureau, we noted, 
as we waited there during the 
noon rush hour,

HE clerks asked their routine 
T questions—“What year were 
you born ... September, 1885 
...March, 1905...May, 1921. Were 
you born in St. Louis? Parents’ 
first names? Do you know the ad- 
dress at that time?” There were 
the “asides” of the customers. “You 
have to pay for it,” one woman 
whispered confidentially. “We 
should have been like Topsy and 
just growed up,” another sighed. 
“Wonder if they want sales tax?” 

“We had a terrible time,” the 
young woman rejoining her com- 
panion, said, “My name’s notin 
there—-I mean, I have no name.” 

One of the men at the counter 
guffawed loudly at that. The rest 
of the crowd joined in when a 
clerk came out and said to the 
man, “Well, I found it all right 
but you haven’t any name.” 

Besides the let-down of finding 
yourself listed as merely “Boy” or 
“Girl” is the chagrin at not find- 
ing your birth listed at all. 

“In many cases prior to 1910 
births were not recorded,” Rosen- 
thal explained. “Up until recently, 
two months ago, in fact, the State 
permitted such births—we call 
them ‘delinquent births’—to be re- 
corded by filling out a simple affi- 


davit form and no documentary 
evidence was required. However, 
two months ago, Missouri adopted 
a standard form in which docu- 
mentary proof is required to verify 
date and place of birth. 
“Sometimes this evidence is hard 
to obtain. ‘Perhaps the person 
doesn’t have a baptismal certif- 
icate. The next thing to look for 
would be a school enrollment rec- 
ord, but perhaps his mother en- 
rolled him in school too young, 
saying he was older; that makes 
the record invalid. Then. when he 
got married, maybe he was only 
18 and gave his age as 21; that 
record’s no good. When he went 
to get employment he might have 
set his age back a-year or two; 
that eliminates that. Often people 
have the idea that if they give 
an insurance company a younger 
age it reduces the premium, and 
they alter their age in such cases. 
The wind-up is that they’ve 
changed their ages so many times 
their proof is no good. In times 
like these it almost pays to have 
been ill enough to have been in 
the hospital because hospital rec- 
ords are accepted as proof and 
they’re usually accurate. ' 
“In some cases,” he continued 
“we do not show the birth rec- 
ord. Did you see the film, ‘Blos- 
soms in the Dust,’ which had to 
do with the efforts of one woman 
who attempted to have the State 
of Texas alter its form of records 
so illegitimate births would not 
show. Well, that story is re-enact- 
ed almost day after day in this 
office. We frequently find records 
that show that the birth was illegi- 
timate, and we make it a practice 
not to show such records to any- 
one except the mother of the per- 
son concerned. Just recently a 
woman with a son in his thirties 
sat in this office, weeping heart- 
brokenly, because her son needed 
a record for a defense job and the 
record would disclose that he was 
born out of wedlock. The only way 
the record can be legitimatized is 
if the natural father marries the 
mother and the marriage license is

attached to the record. In this in- 
stance the father had died shortly 
after the boy was born. The ¢om- 
pany her son was going to work 
for demanded a certified copy of 
the record. We never knew the 
outcome of the story—she took the 
record and left, but it’s not hard 
to see how something of the kind 
could alter one’s life considerably. 

“Incidentally along with the it- 
crease in the demand for records 
there seems to be an increase in 
the number of births. In the first 
eight months of this year there 
were 10,215 bifths in St. Louis, or- 
1070 more than for the same peri- 
od last year. The number of wor.- 
en asking for records has increased 
noticeably indicating more wom- 
en in employment, but there has 
been a slump in the number of 
persons wanting certificates for 
passports for travel. The army 
hasn’t accounted for much _in- 
crease in record requests, although 
we've had one or two draftees, 
usually right on the border line, 
come in with their fingers crossed, 
hoping they were either older or 
younger.” 

Occasionally the Bureau is asked 
to alter the date of birth, making 
the person older or younger. This, 
of course, they cannot and will not 
do. Among those wishing to fe 
made older are 15 and 16-year-old 
boys who wish to fulfill minimum 
age requirements for 18-year-olds. 
Few women want to be thought 
older, although there is the case 
of the very youthful looking girl 
who applied for her birth certifi- 
cate at the Indianapolis Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, so she could bry 
a glass of beer without being ques- 


* tioned as to age. 


Bureau. employes feel that the 
increased business will continue a 
year or two longer at least. 

“And if the war situation be- 
comes more serious we may require 
identification of persons obtaining 
records,” Rosenthal said. “All in 
all we expect to be pretty busy, al- 
though sometimes it does seem to 
us as if everyone in St. Louis must 
have his birth record by now.”

Why Do We Say “Codfish Aristoc- 
racy?” 

“Codfish aristocracy” was the 
sneering sobriquet applied by the 
old families of Massachusetts to 
those newly enriched, usually 
through fisheries, in which the cod 
figured largely.
